Every  church  in  Kentucky  should 
be  represented  at  the  General  As- 
aoritftion  this  year  and  when  it  is 
not  possible  to  send  messengers, 
then  the  church  should  be  repre- 
sented by  letter.

We  are 
told  there  were.seyep  hundred  left 
h  uded  men  ottiwijannn  who  could 
sling  at  a  hair's  breath  and  not  miss. 
It  is  probable  David  carried  his 
staff  with  him  to  attract  the  atten 
tion  of  Goliath,  and  make  the  giant 
think  that  was  the  weapon  with 
which  he  proposed  to  fight.
